Vera Cruz, May 26.—An unconfirmed rumor 
is in circulation today that Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta has fied from Mexico City. 

The source of the report is not known, but 
ite force has excited the highest army cir- 
cles and there is much cabling and the send- 
ing of wireless reports to the United States. 

It is said that Gen. Huerta, accompanied 
only by a few close and loyal friends, left his 
home yesterday afternoon, and after show- 
ing himself in his familiar haunts for a time 
quietly withdrew and got aboard a car of a 
train bound for the south. 

It is not known whether his car would go to 
Puerto Mexico or Salina Cruz after the Na- 
tional line reached the Tehuantepec railway 
by way of Cordoba. 


German Ships in Waiting. 

If Huerta goes to Puerto Mexico he will 
find awaiting him the Ypranga, the German 
steamship which has never unloaded its am- 
munition, and a German cfuiser, the 
Dresden. 

The Ypiranga left Vera Cruz yesterday for 
Puerto Mexico, where, it was stated, it had 


dess ordered to pick up a trainioad of Ger- 


man subjects who were to leave the capital 
this morning. 

The announcement yesterday caused some 
comment because it was not known there 
were enough Germans anxious to leave to 
Bll a train. 

It is impossible to learn from the foreign 
consuls or the military consuls tonight 
whether they have received any official in- 
formation. It is admitted, however, that 
of all the nations, Germany would be in 
the most favorable situation to afford Huerta 
an asylum. That it would do #0 has been 
announced before. 

Those who are placing faith in the rumof 
Say that the next announcement will be the 
accession of Aurellano Blanquet, minister 
of war, who will at oncé make overtures for 
peace to the rebels. 


HUERTA THREATENS BANKER.

Sweltering weather has struck the tene- 
ment babies. Temperature beyond the 90 de- 
gree mark has started them crying. Tired 
tenement mothers have tried and are trying 
in vain to comtort their children, They 
know that the infantile tummy {sg out 
of order. They know, too, that they are 
powerless to keep that tummy ’”’ as it should 
be. 

They are trying to find a cool place for 
the baby’s milk The kitchen cupboard, 
where it has been kept, is oven hot. The 
windowsill or the fire escape has been ex- 
posed to a withering sun and a scorching 
southwest wind. 


Problem for Mothers. 

Many a mother has felt as she watched a 
large covered wagon pass below her on the 
street, that a little piece of ice would perform 
miracles.

ACCEPTED BY GOMPERS. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 26.— [Special. 
President Wilson and the féderation of la- 
bor reached an agreement tonight on the 
compromise amendment providing the ex- 
emption of labor unions and farmers’ organi- 
zations from prosecution under the federal 
anti-trust laws. 

The compromise amendment adds to the 
provision now in the pending Clayton bill 
the following words: And such organiza- 
tions, orders, or associations, or the members 
thereof, shall not be construed or held to 
be illegal combinatlons or conspiracies in 
retraint of trade under the anti-trust laws.“ 

Fearing the attitude of the Progressives, 
who, after consulting Col. Roosevelt, an- 
nounced their indorsement unequivocally of 
the exemption demanded by organized labor, 
the Democratié leaders brought tremendous 
pressure to bear on the president to agree to 
the compromise, which already had been 
accepted by President Gompers of the feder- 
ation of labor. 


Gompers Refuses Qualifying. 

Representatives Webb and Carlin subniit- 
ted the compromise to the president this 
morning. it was reported that Mr. Wilson 
objected to its terms and inserted the words, 
„in themselves before the word illegal.“ 
Gompers asserted flatly that he woud not 
accept such qualification of the terms. 

Barly this evening the Democratic leaders 
announced that the president had agreed to 
the compromise as accepted by the federa- 
tion. They denied that the president had in- 
serted a qualifying phrase, explaining that 
the words “ih themselves had been sug- 
gested to Mr. Wilson by Mr. Webb. 

In advocating the exemption of labor Rep- 
retentative MacDonald of Michigan, Pro- 
gressive, in the house today called attention 
to the efforts of the invisible government 
to defeat such légisiation in the past. He 
described the defeat of the Hughes exemption 
provision in 1910 by the National Association 
of Manufacturers and read a letter by James 
A. Emery relating how Col. M. M. Mulhall 
beat the amendment by inducing members of 
the house to absent themselves during the 
roll call. 


Opposes Lobbying of N. A. M. 
No one can read the history of this legis- 
lation and the proceedings in the courts with- 
out being impressed with the forces that are 
moving in this matter,“ said Mr. MacDonald. 
“tt has been asserted that this is classe 
legislation. It is not class legislation in 
any sense that is impfoper, because anti- 
trust Jegidlation itself is class legislation. 
tt is legislation directed against a class of 
men and corporations in this country who 
have engaged in criminal Operations against 

the welfare of the people, and no other.”

Vera Cruz, May 26.—Two free lance news- 
paper men had a somewhat trying experience 
this morning as they searcned for local color.

STUDENTS AT HARVARD. 


Providence, R. I., May 26.—Owen B. Jones 
and Graham Aldais, two gold coast stu- 
dents at Harvard from Lake Forest, III., 
spent eight hours in an Attleboro police cell 
tonight. 

They then secured bail. They were held for 
the accidental killing of Lionel Blanchette 
Jr., 13, of Attleboro, a city just over the line 
in Maseachusetts, by the automobile im which 
they were riding. 

The students were on their way to this city 
to visit friends when the accident happened 
and, according to the police, they did every- 
thing in their power to avert it. 


Jones Driver of Car. 

In the story which they told the police, 
with tears streaming down their faces, they 
said that they left the gold coast shortly 
after noon yesterday in the big touring car 
owned and driven by Jones, 

They made fast time in covering the 
twenty-six miles to Attleboro, but, owing 
to the congested condition of the state high- 
way after that point had been reached, they 
throttled down to twenty-five miles an hour. 
Just before reaching Pawtucket they met 
an ice cart. 

They swerved to avoid it. Just as the car 
came abreast of the driver, the little lad 
jumped from the step behind and ran out 
right in front of them. 

He was struck and thrown to the grass 
beside the road where Aldals, who jumped 
out before the car stopped and hurried to his 
side, found him wnconscious and bleeding 
from a cut on the head. The two students 
placed him in the tonneau and sped away 
for Pawtucket, where they rushed to the 
Sayles hospital, but the lad had died in the 
car. 

Jones Charged with Manslaughter. 

Policemen were notified and placed both 
of them under arrest pending the arrival of 
the Attleboro authorities. 

Chief of Policé Wilbur took them back to 
this city., where they were locked up until 
EEundleott P. Saltonsall, one of the biggest 
lawyers of Boston, appeared at midnight 
and bailed Jones out in 62.500. 

Aldais was allowed to go on his oWn recog- 
nisance. Jones will appear in court on Fri- 
day charged with manslaughter.

DENIES MURDER AIM. 


be Died of Heart Failure or 
Fright,“ Writes Man Who 
Leaps Before Train. 


Reginald A. Barr yesterday inflicted the 
\pxtreme penalty upon himself for the death 
of Florence Bentley, his swetheart, of Down- 
ers Grove. 

This morning at 10 o'clock a jury of six Du 
Page county citizens will gather in the village 
to hold an inquest for both deaths. The in- 
quest can add only a formal finding as a 
closing chapter in the romantic tragedy. 

At the same hour the funeral of the girl 
will be held. Tomorrow afternoon Barr will 
be buried—a suicide. 7 

for three nights and two days the young 
etplete had roamed the countryside and 
,.unted the thicket where the girl died, 
e'uding posses but pursued by a remorse he 
could not escape. Three times he failed 
in attempts to die—twice he tried poison 
peside the girl's body, once he tried to drown 
himself. 


Plunges Into Train’s Path. 

It was near 6 a. m. when Charles Schwair 
gaw a disheveled young man walk out and sit 
down on the embankment overhanging the 
Burlington railroad tracks close to the town 
of Lisle. A mile away the Omaha express, 
late and making up time, was thundering 
down the rails toward Chicago. The young 
man on the embankment stood up and 
plunged forward as the train flashed past. 

The train came to a screeching stop under 
the emergency brakes. Beside the track 
Schwair and the train crew picked up the 
decapitated body. A scribbled note found 
in a coat pocket identified Barr. In this note 
Barr had written his story of the death of 
Florence Bentley—a story perhaps as near 
to the truth as can ever be known. 


Denies He Intended to Slay. 

Here is Barr's note, his farewell, his con- 
fession, and his repentance, dated Lisle, III., 
May 26: 

Dear Folks: God forgive me for causing 
my sweetheart’s death. I did not kill ner. 
We walked out tiiere and sat down. I tried 
to kiss her and sh repulsed me. I asked her 
if she did not want to be my sweetheart any 
more. She wouldn't answer. I took a hold 
of hér waist, pushed toward her, and tried to 
love her. She started to scream. I could 
not think what was the matter with her. I 
became excitcd and put my wrist on ner 
windpipe to stop her screaming, and I went 
completely out of my head. 

“She became quiet all of a sudden. 1 
thought I had hurt her and she was breathing 
heavily but was senscless. I covered her up 
and don't remember what happened until I 
awoke to find myself lying along the road, 
near Naperville. 


Tells of Suicide Attempts. 

“My mind came back. I realised what I 
had done and I went over to the quarry and 
jutaped in, but could not in. 

“Then 1 went to Aurora, bought seme 
chloroform, and that night (Sunday) I came 
back and found my darling's body, and I ra- 
alized that she was really dead. I laid down 
beside her and took chloroform, but about 


2:30 a. m. I woke up and the bottle had tipped 


over, 

“Then I went to Belmont and got a freight 
and rode to Aurora, where I got more chloro- 
form. I came back to Downers Grove and 
went into the wood and saturated my hand- 
kerchief with chloroform, thinking I would 
surely die. But it failed to work also. 

“I could not live and know that my sweet- 
heart Florence was dead, so I have resolved: 
in a desperate way to end my life. 

“The girl died of heart failure or fright, 
ts I surely could not kill the one I thought 
the most of jn the whole world. 

“I loved her more than words can tell 
se I would die for her and I will die for 

er, 

I have been partly insane for the last 
two days. 

“ Forgive me and I pray to meet my sweet- 
heart in heaven.“ . 

The note was signed Barr.“ 


End of Commuters’ Romance. 

And that is the end of the romance that 
began four years ago when the boy clerk 
and the girl cloak model met on the daily 
commuting trips to Chicago. 

The sequence of events leading up to the 
death of the girl began Saturday night at 8 
o'clock when they left the house in Downers 
Grove, where Barr lived with Mrs. Fannie 
Wilson, his aunt, and Mrs. Marguerite Walk- 
er, a sister of Miss Bentley’s. 

They disappeared and a search for them 
began the next morning. It was late Mon- 
day afternoon when Carl Selig, a grocery 
driver, found the body of the girl where 
Barr had left her in a tangle of brushwood 
on the southern outskirts of the town.

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Manufacturers Decide to Estab- 
lish Open Shop at Once. 


STATE ARBITERS ARE LATE. 


Bosses Attack Union and Break in 
Negotiations. 


A sudden and unexpected change of front 
on the part of the employers put the brick · 
makers’ union on the defensive yesterday 
and brought to a climax Chicago’s million 


dollar a day brick strike. 


Just as soon as an open shop working force 
can be recruited, the empicyers have de- 
cided, the big brick bakeries will be put in op- 
eration again—without the aid of the union. 
In the meantime all negotiations with the 
union are declared off and even the compro- 
mise wage increase plan offered by the man- 
ufacturers approved by the council commit- 
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tee and turned down by the strikers, has been 
withdrawn, 


State Arbiters Too Late. 

While the employers were meeting in the 
office of William Schalke, president of the 
Illinois Brick company, on the seventeenth 
floor of the Conway building, the state 
board of arbitration injected itself into the 
situation. The board first visited the union 
offices. Their offer of mediation was ac- 
cepted there and late in the afternoon the 
board called on Mr. Schalke, who had just 
finished his conference with the other brick 
manufacturers. 

I'm sorry, gentlemen, but you're {po 
late, said Mr. Schalke. We have declared 
war and are going to fight out our own salva- 
tion.“ 

Union officials professed to be confident 
the meéting of the émployers would result 
in an agreement to surrender. 


Bosses’ Statement a Bombshell. 

The manufacturers’ statement proved a 
bombshell, however, when it was given out 
for publication in the evening. It began 
with a long presentation of the employers’ 
side of the history of the strike from the day 
of its inception, March 9, and ended with a 
defi. The following points were made, sum- 
marizing the situation: 

Officers of the union started the strike 
without a referendum vote by the rank 
end file and contrary to agreement. 

Four weeks ago the Chicago Building 
Trades council appealed to Mayor Harri- 
son in behalf of the thousands of men 
thrown out of work by the strike, but not 
directly concerned in it and a council 
committee was appointed to try to bring 
employers and atrikers together. 

Retreating from their stand, the man- 
ufacturers offered a compromise proposi- 
tion which was carried by the council 
committee to the union and rejected. 

In#tead of two-thirds of the 2,800 mem- 
bers of the brickmakers union, only 1,300 
men voted on the proposition. 


Will Resume Operations. 

„It appears to the manufacturers,“ the 
statement wound up, “ that the situation has 
developed into one which requires that the 
best interests of the city and the people 
should be subserved and for that reason it 
has been decided that the manufacturers 
take steps to proceed immediately in and 
about the delivery of brick now upon the 
premises and to resume operation of the 
plants in the immediate future, independent 
of the brickrmpakers’ organization.“ 

„Isn't the statement tantamount to the 
declaration of a lockout? President Schalke 
was asked. 

„Call it what you wish,“ he replied. “ We 
will employ members of the union as indi- 
viduals, on the same terms as other individ- 
uals, but we shall deal no more with the or- 
| ganization. The propositions we have made 
to them are withdrawn.“

Troops starve in ali parts of Mexico and 
Huerta sends money privately to Europe. 
Jorge Huerta gives this party here, and that 
banquet there; Victor Huerta entertains lav- 
ishly at Gambrines and down where I live 
the great rank and file beg for bread. They 
march for days over the rough mountain 
roads without shoes, but every member of 
Huerta’s family owrs two or more motor 
cars. And the greatest blot on the Mexican 
nation today is its tieatment of its soldiers. 

The present government has used the revo- 
lution in the south, at least, as a pretext for 
graft and the advancement of its favorite 
officers. Many men now are seeking ear- 
nestly for a solution of their private affairs

The Mexican people don’t know and can- 
not realize what it means to have a fair gov- 
ernment, and the men in charge are to blame.

Huerta as a man has his good points; one 
of them is to reward men who serve him well. 
Today Huerta’s favorites are generals of 
Mexico—Joaquin Maas, who cannot be 80 
years of age; Rubio Navarrete, who is a 
general of division, is not 40. Alberto Zuiros 
I knew well; three years ago he was a sec- 
ond captain; today is a general at 25. José 
Rincon Gallardo was a second captain in 
the Morelos campaign in 1911, left the army 
when Madero did not raise him, returned a 
year ago under Huerta, and is today a lieu- 
tenant colonel and in charge of President 
Huerta’s guard. 

Another of Huerta’s better qualities is his 
absolute fearlessness. Contrary to our gen- 
eral ideas, Mexicans are nearly all brave. 
They do not know cowardice as we under- 
stand it. They do not seem to care at all 
whether they are killed or not. We call it 
recklessness, I suppose. 

Many stories that are true are told daily 
of Huerta’s cruelty and great injustice. Not

Huerta came in and one of them said, There 


goes our Nero.“ 


Secret service men heard him and told 


Huerta. The boys tried to leave, were pre- 
vented, hid in the kitchen for hours, and 
finally ventured into the street, where they 
were caught and so severely beaten that one 
of them nearly died and both were uncon- 
scious for days. One of these boys was the 
son of a former well known general and a 
brother-in-law of Ernesto Madero. 

And still Americans, free, liberty loving 
Americans, in Mexico support Huerta. And 
he does order these things done and he is 
drunk most of the time, and some chapters 
of his daily life do read like Nero’s. 

There are Americans living in Mexico who 
will tell you that Huerta was never drunk in 
his life, but the Mexicans don't ever. They 
may be Huerta men, but they never deny 
that Huerta drinks, and drinks all the time.

When Huerta ordered the rhembers of the 
chamber of deputies arrested and kept them 
shut up for months Americans thought 
Huerta was some man. And they run down 
Woodrow Wilson because he refused to lend 
the moral support of our great nation to 
Mexico’s Nero. 

Belisario Dominguez, a senator, some time 
ago wrote his honest opinion of Huerta and 
his government, couldn't get anybody to 
print it, made some copies himself, distrib- 
uted them, made his will, said good-by to his 
friends, then read his speech in the congress 
of the nation. A few days later he was 
burned alive in the crematory of Dr. Urru- 
tia’s sanitarilum in Coyoacan. Dr. Urrutia 
was minister of gobernacion at that time. 

And all thie is known, people do not deny 
it, and yet the Americans in Mexico support 
Huerta. 

When Huerta took his oath as president 
of Mexico he was so drunk he staggered and 
five deputies hissed him. One of the five 
said to me: To what terrible depths has 
Mexico descended! A drunkard in her chair!“ 

One thing in conclusion: I do not believe 


that Huerta was personally responeible for 
Madero’s death. I do not know, but I be- 
lieve he was so drunk at the time that he 
knew nothing about it.

U. S. VICE CONSUL SILLIMAN 


REACHES VERA CRUZ SAFELY. | 


Is Silent on Trip to Mexico City, but 
Friends Tell of Perils He Faced at 
Hands of Mexicans. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ! 
Vera Cruz, May 26.—John R. Silliman 
American vice consul at Saltillo, whose ar- 
disappearance came 
near breaking up all mediation between the 
United States and Mexico, arrived at Vera 
Cruz today. 
Pale, so weak that he had to lean on the 
arm of a soldier as he traversed the long 
break in the railroad into the American lines, 
Mr. Silliman refused to avail himself of the 
stretcher sent to carry him. 
Friends to whom Mr. Silliman had talked 
fay that his seven days’ trip between Sal- 
tillo and San Luis Fctosi was such as to 
try the nerve of any man. 
The track was torn up, telegraph poles 
chopped down, bridges were torn out, and all 
repair work was done under fire. There were 
three engagements fought, in which men on 
both sides were killed and more wounded. 
The train became a rolling hospital and 
noncombatants traveled seated on the car 
floor surrounded by barricades of cotton 
bales. Mr. Silliman was accompanied by E. 
L. Degner of the British consulate, who was 
sent along to protect him. 
The vice consul’s experiences in the pen- 
tentiary to which he was sent by Gen. Maas 
were far from pleasant. He was repeatedly 
threatened and deprived of sufficient food, 
but he was buoyed up by word secretly con- 
veyed that the Brazilian minister at Mexico 
City as well as the British minister, Sir 
Lionel Carden, were working in his behalf. 
The charge made against him by the Fed- 
erals was aiding the rebels.

| Roosevelt Sends Condolences, 

Washington, D. C., May 26.—Theodore 
Roosevelt, for many years an intimate friend 
of Jacob Riis and his associate when the 
former president was police commissioner 
of New York, was shocked upon his arrival 
pere today to learn of Mr. Riis’ death. 

He stopped at the railroad station to dic- 
tate to Mrs. Riis the following telegram: 

“Mrs. Jacob A. Riis, Barre, Mass.: I am 

red more than 1 can express. I feel as 

if I had lost an own brother. Jake's friend- 
ship has meant more for me than I ean ever 
gay. I mourn with you and wish I could say 
something that would be any comfort to 
you. THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 

Mr. Roosevelt added that when he was 
polles commissioner of New York he felt 
that Jacob Riis was the most useful citizen 
in New York. 

“In all the United States I never knew a 


moro useful man nor a etancher citizen,” 


gaid Mr. Roosevelt. 


SKETCH OF LIFE. 

Jacob August Riis was the thirteenth child 
of a Latin teacher in Ribe, Jutland, Den- 
mark. He was born in 1849. 

When Riis was 21 years old he embarked 
for New York with only $40 in his pocket. 
York news bureau. 

Riis led a varied career during the fol- 
lowing six years. He built miners’ huts 
in a Pennsylvania construction camp, mined 
coal, made bricks, drove a team, and ped- 
died flatirons and books. At 27 he spent his 
last cent in reaching New York, hoping to 
enlist through the French consul in the 
French army against Germany for the 
Franco-Prussian war, but his services were 
refused, and Riis was forced to accept a 
beginner’s place as a reporter for a New 
profit a few years later. 

With only $75 capital and notes for $575 
he succeeded in buying the South Brooklyn 
News, which was on the verge of bankruptcy, 
and made such a success with the property 
that he was able to sell it at a considerable 
profit a few years later. 


Fought for Pure Water. 


As a reportér for the New York Tribune 
and later on the New York Sun, Riis took up 
his real work in slum fighting. While at- 
tending the routine duty as a police reporter 
he worked day and night to arouse the peo- 
ple to the need of improved living conditions. 
One of the first of his campaigns was against 
the impurity of the city water, and it was his 
fight which finally led to the purchase.of the 
Croton watershed to assure safe drinking 
water for New York. 

Theodore Roosevelt was police commis- 
@ioner of New York when Riis attacked the 
evils of police station lodging houses. He 
won his point and incidentally a N ally 
in Mr. Roosevelt. 

After twenty-seven years as a 3 
Riis resigned to continue his fight by writing 
and lecturing. Among the products of his

For a year I peddled that from publisher 
to publisher, but no one would take it,“ he 
once said. ‘* Then I gave church lectures on 
the subject.

Two days after the book appeared I received 
orders from six publishing houses.” 


Mr. Riis was one of the “ other half,” and

“It was singularly appropriate, for that 
was just the kind of time I was having,“ he 
declared in describing his situation. My 
last cent was gone. For two days I had had 
nothing to eat. What with discouragement 
and faintness I sank down one morning on 
the steps of Cooper institute. While I 
sat there wondering what in the world I 
could do a man passed whom I had met. 
‘Well, what are you doing here?’ he asked. 

O, just resting a moment,’ I answered. 
Lock here, how would you like a job aga 
newspaper reporter?’ It seemed as if I no 
longer had pangs of hunger, for that had 
been my dream all my life.“

MERIT REFORM MEN ATTACK 
LUCEY, WOODS, AND BRADY. 


Temporary Appointment Evil Cited 
and Statement Made That Secretary 
Should Be Non-Political. 


Attorney General Lucey, Secretary of State 
Woods and State Auditor Brady are attacked 
for their attitude in civil service cases during 
the year, in the armual report of the secre- 
tary of the Civil Service Reform association 
of Chicago. The report was made yesterday 
at the annual joint meeting of the city and 
state associations for civil service reform, 
held at the City club. 

While the report of Secretary R. B. Black- 
wood characterizes the past year as one of 
progress in merit subjects, fault is found 
with a few of the local taxing bodies and 
especially with state officials. 

Comment on the civil service jurisdictions 
ie offered ag follows: 

Complaints from the city service continue to 
direct attention to the temporary appointment evil. 

The position of secretary of the civil service 
commission should be removed from the realm of 
politics, as the statute provides, He should be 
a merit employé, 

Charges of political activity have been made 
in the Lincoln and West park systems. Civic 
bodies have protested against abuses, The com- 
plaints justify watching. 

In state matters, the Democrats, after twelve 
years of Republican rule felt for the first time 
the restraint of the civil service law, which denied 
them spoils. Droves of job seekers visited the 
capitol, but the law has been administered fairly 
well. 

Some of the officers have violated their pre- 
election pledge and shown themselves to be the 
worst type of spollsmen. The record of the gov- 
ernor has, with some exceptions, been good. 

Attorney General Lacey’s. hostility to the law is 
well known. He was always willing to hold the 
state civil‘service law unconstitutional and to 
exclude particular positions from its scope. 

James J. Brady, another preélection believer in 
civil service reform, showed his real views when 
he attempted to discharge Miss Mary Sellers. 

Finally, the report urges campaigning be 
begun to re-enact the Cook county civil serv- 


ice law.

TAFT MEN TO SPEAK. 


Wickersham and Nagel Chief 
Orators; Harmony to 
Be Theme. 


Illinois Republicans will get together for 
the first time since the 1912 elections at a 
Bloomington celebration Friday night. Indi- 
cations are one of the most important po- 
Htical events of the year in Illinois is to be 
staged. 

George W. Wickersham of New York, at- 
torney general in the Taft cabinet, and 
Charles Nagel of St. Louls, Taft’s secretary 
of commerce and labor, will be the chief 
speakers. Former Gov. Deneen and National 
Committeeman Roy O. West will be among 
the guests, together with former Congress- 
man Joseph G. Cannon, and former Congress- 
man William B. McKinley. United States 
Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman comes from 
Washington for the banquet. 


May Bury Old Differences. 

Col. Frank L. Smith of Dwight said 100 
invitations had ben sent to Republicans all 
over the state, without regard to past fac- 
tional alignments, and that eighty-five ac- 
ceptances had been received. 

From the responses which have been re- 
ceived,’’ Col. Smith said, it is evident there 
is a general desire to bury old factional dif- 
ferences and to reéstablish genuine party 
harmony. 


Sherman Due Today. 

Senator Sherman is expected to arrive this 
morning from Washington. He is to speak at 
Louisville, Clay county, in the morning Fri- 
day and be back to Bloomington before the 
banquet is concluded Friday night. Senator 
Sherman's friends say the Democratic fac- 
tional battling has made his election in No- 
vember almost a certainty, regardless of 
what the Progressives may do. 

Progressive leaders may indicate during 
the week the candidate whom they expect 
to support. Former Judge William Prentiss 
of Chicago has opened his campaign in south- 
ern Illinois. The impression seems to pre- 
vail that Raymond Robins is to be put for- 
ward as the organization candidate rather 
than Dean Franklin. 

Roger C. Sullivan opened the third week 
of his campaign at Benton, the home of WII- 
liam S. Cantrell, and went from there into 
the Twenty-fourth congressional district. 
Carl S. Vrooman was at Benton later in the 
day and expected to keep at Mr. Sullivan’s 
heels during the week. 


McShane Sees Bryan. 

James C. McShane had a long talk with 
Secretary Bryan at Washington yesterday on 
his candidacy for the senatorship.

Still Detained at Vancouver, 350 
“British Subjects” Pay Small Heed 
to Health Regulations. 


Vancouver, B. C., May 26.—The steamship 
Komagata Maru, on which Gurdit Singh, a 
wealthy Hindu, arrived last week with 350 
of his countrymen, brought at his expense, 
is still detainec in the harbor. Immigra- 
tion officials say only a lame attempt was 
made by the immigrants to comply with the 
health regulations. The Hindus demand 
admission as British aubjects. Gurdit Singh 
says, in effect: 

We are British subjects. Keep us out if 
you dare. Think of the consequences to the 
British empire in India.“

BLOCK’S EYE ON VALUES. 


Will Consider Actual Cost of Proper- 
ties—That’s All. 


Representatives of the elevated and the 
gurface lines yesterday made possible an- 
other attempt at a unificaton of the two sys- 
tems, either by an operating agreement or 
by a physical merger. 

Samuel Insull, chairman of the board of 
directors of the elevated roads, and Henry 
A. Blair, who holds a similar position with 


the surface lings, appeared before the com- 


mittee on local transportation. They agreed 
to negotiate in detail with the service bet- 
terment subcommittee,”’ of which Ald, Eu- 
gene Block is chairman. 


Mayor Cool Toward Pian. 

Despite the attitude of the two transporta- 
tion heads the question of the basis for valu- 
ation cropped out again and Mayor Harrison 
was distinctly skeptical. 

IT have been enthusiastic about thé merger 
before, he said. ‘‘I can’t get up much en- 
thusiasm this time. They will have the same 
trouble as they had before about the valua- 
tion of the property.“ 

We are glad to come here to take up any 
negotiations which will lead to unification,”’ 
said Mr. Blair at the outset of the meeting. 
In our opinon it is the thing to do.“ 

“If there is a disposition to take up the 
question on a reasonable basis, said Ald. 
Block, as far as the valuation of the ele- 
vated roads is concerned, we will be glad to 
enter into negotiations. If you insist on the 
same valuation which was arrived at last 
year there is no use of talking further.“ 


Different Views of Cash. 

We haven't any set idea of how it is to be 
worked out,“ said Mr. Insull. I know of 
no means by which the elevated roads can 
be acquired unless the actual cash invested 
is recognized. Nothing will be satisfactory 
to the security holders that does not recog- 
nize the cash investment.“ 

„ don’t mean cash invested by the secur- 
ity: holders,” interrupted Ald. Block. “I 
mean actual cash invested in property.” 

Both Mr. Blair and Mr. Insull said they 
would favor a physical merger. 


LEONARD H. HARLAND DIES. 


Pioneer Manufacturer Helped to Form 
and Was First President of IIli- 
nois Brick Company. 


Leonard H. Harland, a pioneer brick manu- 
facturer, died suddenly on Monday at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Benjamin P. 
George of 5120 Sheridan road. He was 71 
years old. Mr. Harland was an Englishman 
and came to this country in 1857 and after a 
few years spent at farming started im the 
brick business with his brother in the early 
60’s. He later became a partner in the firm 
of Moulding and Harland, which firm con- 
tinued in business until the formation of the 
Illinois Brick company, about fifteen years 
ago. He was largely instrumental in bring- 
ing about the combination of brick manufz2c- 
turers which resulted in the establishment of 
the Illinois Brick company, and was its first 
president. He retired séveral years ago.

Coughlin Wants Action. 

When Chairman Kerner suggested that it 
might be impossible Ald. Coughlin had a 
suitable reply. 

„Nothing is impossible,“ he said. “‘ There 
ought to be immediate regulation, I move 
that we refer all matters relating to private 
banks to the subcommittee with instruc- 
tions to prepare an ordinance to be reported 
into the next council meeting.” 

Leo Hornstein, assistant corporation coun- 
gel, expressed an opinion on the legality of 
regulation. 

“An ordinance regulating the amount of 
capital would be invalid.“ he said. “ Only 
the legislature can do that. But the council 
may license the banks and require reports. A 
city bank examiner also can be authorized to 
investigate the financial conditions of the 
banks.”

The business affairs of Porter & Co. of 
State street and Jackson boulevard, into 
whose peculiar advertising methods Judge 
Landis may conduct a further inquiry under 
the pending bankruptcy petition against the 
concern, yesterday were placed in the hands 
of Walter Duffet of Arthur Young & Co., ac- 
countants. 

Mr. Duffet will conduct the business in be- 
half of the creditors, pending the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. His appointment fol- 
lowed a court hearing in which Myron Gold- 
sohl, president of the corporation, was ques- 
tioned as to the business methods of the 
company. After an hour’s questioning of 
Goldsonl, the judge gave the creditors one 
hour in which to agree upon a manager to 
take charge. 

In an hour the creditors returned and sub- 
mitted Mr. Duffet’s name. It was acceptable 
to the court.

Make $16,400 Advance 


to Jewish Charities. 


HH Federated Orthodox Jewish charities 
has again attained financial prosperity, 
with the restoration of complete harmony 
in its board of directors and among its 
institutions, according to a statement is- 
sued yesterday by the managing committee.

At the Varisties: 
The Bill at the Majestic.

T is the plan of Miss Mae Melville at the 
Majestic to entertain her audience with a 
comic exposition of hatred and contempt for 
her partner Mr. Robert Higgins. Thus she 
exhausts the glossary of epithet in her 

search for new and startling terms of oppro- 
brium, calling Mr. Higgins almost everything 
calculated to humiliate and depress. Though 
he is inoffensive in appearance and a good 
dancer, there is no sympathy among those 
present for the object of Miss Melville’s con- 
tumelious observations. Abuse is a popular note 
in the theater; Mr. Shaw ascribed Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell’s success to her facility for vitupera- 
tion, and so when Miss Melville sets upon Mr. 
Higgins she becomes the favorite. 

Mr. Higgins is lean of figure and patient id 
disposition. He offers a timid wheeze, and Miss 
Melville advances to the footlights. “ You kill 
him,” she beseeches the audience, “I haven't 
the heart.” She regards his dancing with a 
cosmic scorn. “I must have picked him up on 
New Year's eve,” she reflects. That was the 
only night I didn't knew what I was doing.” 
His manners at table revolt her. “ Every time 
you eat watermelon you get your ears wet,” 
she says, and she explains that he is not a man, 
but a novelty. 

For these aspersions Mr. Higgins has no re- 
joinder. Indeed they are rather amiable than 
otherwise, and he seems to enjoy tLem, as much 
as does the audience, which, judging from its 
virginal aspect, has come to the Majestic to 
‘see Mr. Joseph Santley, the beloved of the 
minor debutante,

Mr. Santley's ringlets glisten with a be- 
coming lubricant and his clothing is smart 
though seemly. By way of introducing his 
act he sings: 

„I've had Pris by the score 
Yes, a hundred or more—’” 
but the record of his conquests is made 
modestly, and no one goes out. To illustrate 
his efficacy in romance, Miss Gladys Zell, a 
casual young woman, graceful and pretty, 
implores attention from him, and so does Miss 
Ruth Randall, who is demure and insinuating. 
Mr. Santley’s impartiality is appealing; he 
dances first with one, then with the other, and 
finally with both, while the audience simply 
‘adores it all. No one else does this sort of 
thing so well as Mr. Santley. He is man- 
nerly, his diffidence is almost humility, and he 
sings and hesitates better than any other of 
his class. Miss Randall and he do the in- 
gratiating “ You’re Here and I’m Here,” from 
“The Marriage Market,” delightfully, and 
there are half a dozen other bearable songs. 
It is one of the few incidents in vaudeville 
that is not too long. 

There are moving pictures of Harry Lauder 
at the Majestic, accompanied by a talking 
machine ‘whose accents are as remote as an 
echo’s, and less distinct. Mr. Lauder is so 
obviously being photographed that you can 
almost detect the odor of developing fluid.

Dr, F. X. Gouraud says: We have no hes!- 
tancy in declaring potatoes a good food ar- 
ticle, although the nutritive value is deldw 
that of bread and pulse, and the purchase 
price is higher. They are by no means 
merely the poor man’s food, for they grace 
the rich man’s table perhaps even more.” 

This has not been true with us until recent- 
ly, but now good livers are making a great 
deal of the variety of potato they buy and 
there are some expensive varieties to be had. 
Our markets are coming up decidedly in this 
respect. 


they win from food 
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It is not quite true, as has recently been said 
in a popular history of foods not scientific in 
the least, that Americans like big potatoes and 
Europeans like little ones, although some of 
the newer varieties are large and for baking 
only. The baked potato of today is deservedly 
popular, and with salt and cream is one of the 
easiest foods to digest, in most cases, that can 
be found. 

Several other things about our taste for po- 
tatoes have been said with a little less than 
justice, but it is undoubtedly true that until 
recently we have not been highly fastidious 

about the flavor of our potatoes, although good 
flavored ones have always been popular. 

Dr. Gonraud says that the value of pota- 
toes medicinally is due to two things—its 
digestibility and its high rate of alkalinity. 
“The first quality addresses itself to weak 
and disordered stomachs, 1. e., to dyspeptics 
by insufficiency, to anemics, debilitated per- 
sons and convalescents, by- all of whom they 
are well supported provided they reach the 
table either baked, or steamed, or mashed with 
milk or a small allowance of fresh butter,” 
he says. 

“In intestinal troubles the potato proves 
likewise of benefit, especially in cases of con- 
stipation, so common among women, when 
they should be consumed at the midday meal. 
In Bright’s disease or cardiac affections, baked 
and mashed potatoes should figure in the 
menu because of the absence of chlorin, and 
the high percentage of potassium makes them 
a diuretic food,” 

— 


This doctor recommends potatoes for ar- 


thritis if they are not fried, sautéed, nor but- 


tered, and he even thinks their recommenda- 
tion for diabetes good because of the cases 
of improvement that have resulted. If the 
diabetic needs fat he should season his pota- 
toes with butter, dripping, or oil. 

“In gout or liver complaints they are also 
a welcome nutrient, readily taking the place 
of bread, which is acid and rather hard to 
digest,” Dr. Gouraud says.

RECEIVE a great many letters from 

women and girls on the subject of what 

they call “superfluous hair.” Several have 

confided to me the sad fact that they have 

been shaving the soft downy hairs from 
their faces with razors. Some say they use 
some sort of depilitory application to remove 
the hairs. It is in most cases gross ignorance, 
I am sorry to say. 

Nature provides a soft, invisible down, or 
fine hair upon all women’s faces, from the 
darkest brunette to the palest blonde, which 
acts as a protection to the skin. In some cases 
the down or hair becomes quite thick and per- 
ceptible. That is generally caused from using 
creams upon the skin which contain a great 
amount of animal fat. There is another cause, 
that of some glandular obstruction, which can 
be treated medicinally and cured. 

It is a dangerous practice, that of removing 
the hair from the face, and girls should never 
résort to a razor. That is fatal to beauty.

VATERLAND RUNS AMUCK; 
- SINKS COAL BARGE IN RIVER. 


Big Liner Becomes Temporarily Un- 
manageable When Sailing from New 
York and Endangers Lives. 


New York, May 26—([Special.]—The sail- 
ing of the Vaterland was nearly marred to- 
day by a serious accident. At 10 o'clock 
the big vessel backed into the North river 
from its berth in Hoboken and before it 
could be straightened out down stream it 
nad drifted over to the Manhattan shore, 
where its stern missed crashing into the pier 
ot the Southern Pacific steamship lines by 
four feet. 

As it was, the stern of the Vaterland went 
into the slip between piers 80 and 61. Tugs 
were unable to check it, and a crash was 
averted by energetic action of the ship's 
own propellers. 

These churned the water in the slip so 
violently that a tug and several barges 
were nearly capsized, and the steamship 
Topila was bumped violently against its 
dock: A coal barge was sunk.

WAGONS GO SLOW; QUIT EARLY 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The cleaning of streets tn Chicago is se- 
verely criticised by Richard T. Fox in an un- 
published report to the extinct commission 
on city expenditures. Mr. Fox is superin- 
tendent of the Citizens’ Street Cleaning 
bureau and was employed by the commis- 
sion to make a report. The report is dated 
April 25 and intimates in one place that only 
23 per cent of the streets investigated were 
properly cleaned. He charges sickness and 
death are caused by inefficient street clean- 
ing. 

A number of the aldermen were asked 
whether or not street and alley cleaning and 
garbage collection is now done better or 
worse than last year. The administrative 
end of the city has supervision of this work. 


“Rotten” in Thirty-second. 

Conditions in my ward are rotten,“ com- 
memted James Rea of the Thirty-second. 
While they are oiling streets in other wards 
thd dust is a foot thick out our way. At the 
rate they are going on salaries all our op- 
propriation will be eaten up in wages in 
thirty-five weeks, without buying a drop of 
oll.“ ö 

Conditions in the Thirty-Arst ward are 
worse than last year at this time,“ said 
Ald. Bergen. lam getting more complaints 
on the collection of garbage than last year.“ 

“I'm getting a lot of complaints about the 
lack of ofl," added Ald. Kearng from the 
same ward. 

Tou will be telling the truth, If you say 
conditions in the Twenty-fourth are bum,” 
said Ald. Hader lein. They are worse than 
last year, and I heard they were laying off 
teams.” : 

“Everybody seems to be complaining of 
the alleys in my ward,” answered Ald. Held 
of the Thirty-fourth ward. I think the 
street cleaning is much better than last 
year, but garbage collection is not so good“ 


Complains of Harrison Bosses. 

“In the Seventeenth ward it is about the 
same as last year,” said Ald. Walkowiak of 
the Seventeenth ward. ‘‘ The ward super- 
intendent in my ward is bossed by the Har- 
rison ward committeeman, Clerk McGrath 
of the Superior court. If a man who is not 
allied with them makes a complaint they 
are slow in remedying conditions. If they 
find a $2 laborer with four children, but not 
allied with them politically, he is laid off re- 
gardiess of the fact he may be the most effi- 
cient cleaner in the ward.“ 

Last year we had two flushers; this year 
we have none,” said Ald. Schaeffer of the 
Twenty-second ward. . 

“We are not getting good service,“ said 
Ald. Cross of the Eighth ward. We hada 
good superintendent, but he was taken away. 
As soon as a man gets acquainted he is 
moved.” 

Most of the aldermen said Walter G. Lein- 
inger, superintendent of streets, is from 50 
to 100 per cent more efficient than his prede- 
cessor. Many aldermen were pleased with 
conditions in their respective wards as com- 
pared with @ year ago.

LONDON, May 26—Sir Edward Carson. 
leader of the bellicose Ulsterites, still has 
his war paint on and says there is no more 
chance of the home rule bill ever being ef- 
fective in Ulster than there is of John Red- 
mond becoming king of England. He de 
clares the British government knows it also. 

„The Ulster volunteers are ready and they 
are resolute,” he added. 


Carson Tells Future Plans, 

Speaking of his plane for the future, Sir 
Edward said: 

There is great enthusiasm in the United 
States and countless resolutions of sympathy 
have been passed promising that Ulster will 
be supported by money. Great rallies have 
taken place in Philadelphia, New York, and 
Boston. Thousands of men are ready to 
fight, if necessary. I have received so many 
letters and telegrams that I have been unable 
to open them all. Here is a check for $5,000 
and here is another for $2,500—both from 
Melbourne—and another for $500 has arrived 
from Toronto. We are receiving expressions 
of practical sympathy from every part of the 
empire. 

Jam going to Mountain Ash on Thurs- 
day. I shall there state my views as to the 
effect the passing of the home rule bill will 
have, which you may take it from me, abso- 
lutely and definitely, will make no difference 
to Ulster. Then I shall go to Belfast Friday. 
There I shall be engaged mainly in organiz- 
ing and taking such preliminary steps as are 
necessary to carry out arrangements in the 
event of the bill being put on the statute 
book.“ 


Not a Head Broken Yet. 
The passing of the bill has not yet led to the 
breaking of a single head in Ireland. 
„Belfast is as quiet as a well ordered 
sewing meeting,” is the admission of one of 
the Unionist newspapers. .

CAB USERS SEND IN PROTESTS 


Plans were formulated by two branches of 
the city government yesterday to force the 
Frank Parmelee company, which monopo- 
lizes taxicab traffic from Chicago railway 
stations, to obey ordinances governing these 
cperation of vehicles. 

It became know during the day that detece 
tives of the vehicle bureau have been busy 
for a week arresting chauffeurs of the 
malee company for violations of the vehitle 
code. Twenty-one drivers will be arraigned 
before Municipal Judge Mahoney on June & 
The complaints against them, really directed 
against the company, are: 

That motor cabs of the Parmelee 
company do not display ordinance 
taxicab rate cards. 

That the taxicabs of the company 
do not display the name of owner oF 
vehicle license numbers on the inside, 


Clashes with Rate Ordinance. 
The city ordinance limits the taxicabchargs 
to fifty cents for the first half mile. The 
Parmelee company, acting under its on rate 
card, charges seventy-five cents for this dis- 
tance. 8 
The company contends that inasmuch as d 
operates from private standsitisnotamen- 
able to city supervison. — 

This question will be brought to the atte ae 
tion of Judge Mahoney. by Assistant City ~~~ 
Prosecutor U. S. Schwartz, in charge of the 
cases. He will be aided by the staff of the 
corporation counsel's office. 

Convictions are expected by the city. They 
base this belief on the fact that Judge Fry 
on Jan. 23 fined a Parmelee chauffeur $25 
on simlar charges. The court then held that 
as city licenses had been taken out for Par- 
melee taxicabs they were required to operate 
under the law covering public vehicles. 


Talk of Surrendering Licenses. : 

It is now reported that the officials of the 
Parmelee company are willing td surrender 
their licenses so as to escape the threatened 
wholesale pr-secutions. If such @ sugges 
tion is made the intimation at the city hallig 
that it will be rejected. 

Ald. John Kjellander, chairman of a sube 
committee to the council judiciary committees 
appointed to deal with the taxicab problem, 
also is getting ready to bring the Parmeles | 
company to time, as well as other taxicab 
ownrs who do not comply with the municl- 
pal rate card. 

Mr. Kjellander will call a meeting of his 
committee early next week to redraft an or- 
dinance submitted to the last council provid- 
ing for the use of meters on all taxicabs. The 
Parmelee company does not equip its cars 
with meters. | 

The Kjellander ordinance was up for pas- 
sage on the closing night of the old council, 
but was re-referred on motion of Ald, Mere 
riam, who proposed that the present rates be 
reduced. 


Wants Close Check on Taxis. 

Mr. Kjellander announced his committee 
would also take up the rate question and 
would make comparisons with other cities 
if sufficient time was allowed. In the mean 
time he favors the passage of the meter 
ordinance so that a close check may be 
kept on all taxicabs by the police and! 
of the vehicle bureau. The plan a: 
by the alderman, who formerly was dtp 
sealer, is to have all the meters tested. 8 

Mayor Harrison expressed his approval of 
the effort to bring the Parmelee company 
to time. | 

“I did not issue orders for an attack on 
the Parmelee company,” he said,“ but nose . 
that the vehicle bureau has taken action — 
approve of it. Complaints keep coming in 
that the concern is charging exorbitant 
rates. I have had several experiences with 
the company myself.“ 


Complaints Come to “Tribune.”

NEW YORK, May 26.—[Special.]}—The current 


stock market dullness finds its nearest counterpart 
in November of last year, when for one day trading 
market dullnes finds its nearest counterprt ian No- 
vember of last year, when for one day trading 
sank to the remarkable level of 560,000 shares for 
a full session. That period of inactivity, it will 
be remembered, was followed by a substantial rise, 
running through December and January. It is ad- 
mitted that a big incentive for the advance was 
found in expectations of prosperity under the 
„ new freedom for business, just as disillusion- 
ment on that score accompanied the subsequent 
reaction. 

If a big upwaré movement should occur from 
this level an important factor might be anticipa- 
tions of a return to the old bondage. At least a new 
bull argument is heard in the financial district 
nowadays, based on the prospect of a return to 
power of thé Republican party under the leadership 
of Roosevelt. There are any number of people in 
Wall street who have visions of Roosevelt riumph- 
antly bridging the gulf in his party, of a Repub- 
lican congress next fall succesfully tying the 
hands of the administration and of the country 
saved from the Democrats two years hence. 

Wall street recalls conveniently that it had the 
greatest boom ever known under President Roose- 
velt in 1905 and 1906, and forgets that Roosevelt 
was also the bane of its existence a few years later.

A well known dry goods house in town used to 
make it a practice to acknowledge the receipt of 
each check forwarded by its patrone with a pleas- 
antly worded note of thanks.

TRADE AGAIN IRREGULAR

NEW YORK, May 26.—The session on the 
stock exchange today may be dismissed with 
the significant statement that it was the dull- 
est thus far this year, falling considerably 
behind last Friday, when total transac- 
tions aggregated little more than 98,000 
shares. In fact, to find a parallel for today's 
stagnation it is necessary to go back to No- 
vember of last year, when the output for a 
full day’s session was 56,000 shares. 

The day began with an irregular tendency 
and finished in much the same way. Few 
representative issues made more than a 


fractional change. 


Some Changes in Specialties.
